Academy  Award  winner 
to  speak  at  UJA  opener

Gerda  Klein,  whose  Holocaust  sur- 
vival story  won  an  Academy  Award  last 
year,  will  be  in  Ottawa  to  share  her 
experiences  and  insights  at  Connec- 
tions ‘97,  the  opening  event  for  UJA 
Women’s  Division  to  be  held  on  Sep- 
tember 10  at  the  Chateau  Laurier. 

Klein  is  a world  renowned  activist 
on  human  rights  issues  and  was 
recently  honored  by  US  President 
Clinton  and  the  Council  of  the  Holo- 
caust Museum  in  Washington. 

In  a conversation  from  her  home  in 
Arizona,  Klein  spoke  of  the  need  to 
keep  the  Holocaust  story  alive  to  pre- 
vent a recurrence  of  such  horror.  She 
stressed  that  Jews  have  a special 
responsibility  to  the  world  community, 
both  as  Holocaust  survivors  and  as  the 
legatees  of  the  humanity  and  love  that 
is  the  Jewish  people.  The  stories  of  the 
former  Yugoslavia,  Croatia  and  Serbia, 
and  South  Africa  are  proof  of  this  need, 
she  said. 

Her  comments  on  current  events 
were  forthright.  She  discussed  the 
publication  by  the  Swiss  banks  of  a list 
of  dormant  bank  account  holders  and 
related  her  own  history  of  dealings 
with  Switzerland.  She  remembered 
the  refusal  of  the  Swiss  to  grant  her  a 
transit  visa  in  1945,  the  total  absence 
of  the  Swiss  Red  Cross  from  the  camps 


during  the  Second  World  War  and  the 
widespread  anti-Semitism  that  kept 
Switzerland  from  giving  Jews  any  aid 
or  assistance  from  the  persecution  by 
the  Third  Reich. 

She  said  that  Edgar  Bronfman  was 
“incredibly  right"  in  his  efforts  to  force 
Switzerland  to  acknowledge  its  com- 
plicity and  return  the  Jewish  money, 
which  was  deposited  for  safekeeping, 
to  the  rightful  heirs. 

In  the  academy  award  winning 
film,  One  Survivor  Remembers,  Klein 
evocatively  narrates  the  story  of  her 
family’s  persecution  in  Poland  by  the 
invading  German  army.  She  describes 
the  step-by-step  breakup  of  her  family. 
First  her  brother  was  taken  away,  then 
her  father.  Eventually  she  was  sepa- 
rated from  her  mother  and  sent  to  a 
slave  labor  camp.  She  recounts  how 
she  and  her  three  closest  girlfriends 
endured  the  hardship  and  torment  of 
their  captors,  and  the  sadness  of  losing 
her  friends  in  the  last  days  before  lib- 
eration at  the  end  of  the  war. 

Klein  wrote  Promise  of  a New 
Spring,  originally  intended  as  a book 
for  her  own  grandchildren,  which  has 
become  a book  for  all  children  world- 
wide to  teach  them  about  the  Holo- 
caust in  a non-threatening  way.  Using 
the  metaphor  of  a forest  fire,  and  the 
rebirth  that  follows,  the  book  stresses

the  positive  aspects  of  community  and 
love  that  were  evident  among  the 
inmates  of  the  camps. 

Gerda  Klein  has  been  the  recipient 
of  five  honorary  doctorates  of  Humane 
Letters.  She  has  spent  her  life  further- 
ing the  cause  of  human  rights  and 
Holocaust  remembrance.  Her  inspira- 
tional message  of  hope  and  love 
inspires  all  who  hear  her.  (For  further

“How  are  you?”  should  not  be  a rhetorical  question

We  have  many  cliches  in  our  everyday  lives.  Perhaps 
one  of  the  most  overused  is,  “How  are  you?”  How  many 
times  a day  are  you  on  the  receiving  end  or  on  the  ques- 
tioning end?  Do  you  really  want  to  know?  If  everything  is 
“rosy”  the  response  is  simple.  But  how  involved  are  you 
prepared  to  become  if  the  answer  is  problematic? 

I made  a commitment  to  myself  and  to  all  of  you  to  ask 
the  questions  and  to  try  to  deal  with  the  answers.  Tb  that 
end,  I shall  try  over  the  next  number  of  months  to  meet 
with  as  many  agencies  as  possible  to  really  find  out  “how 
you  are"  and  what  we  can  collectively  do  to  make  things 
better. 

I alluded  to  many  of  the  problems  at  the  Vaad  Annual 
Meeting  in  June.  We  have  18  beneficiary  agencies,  all  of 


which  would  like  to  be  larger  beneficiaries.  We  have 
numerous  agencies  that  would  like  to  become  beneficiary 
agencies  and  we  have  ongoing  little  crises  which  require 
dollars.  How  do  we  apportion  our  dollars  in  the  most 
equitable  manner? 

A newly  activated  Planning  and  Priorities  Committee 
under  the  chair  of  Josee  Posen  is  looking  at  our  priorities 
and  approaches  to  funding  them.  We  are  committed  to 
breaking  with  traditional  funding  simply  because  they 
were  historical  priorities.  Education  and  social  responsi- 
bility are  paramount  concerns  but  we  must  force  our- 
selves to  prioritize  within  those  parameters. 

Consultations  will  take  place.  We  want  to  know  about 
your  vision  in  order  to  create  a shared  vision  for  our  com- 
munity. So  when  you’re  asked  on  behalf  of  your  organiza- 
tion, “How  are  you?”  please  be  assured  we  do  want  your 
answer. 

With  appreciation  to  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King,  I too 
have  a dream.  And  it’s  a dream  that’s  been  shared 
throughout  the  generations  by  the  leadership  in  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  community.  We  have  dreamed  that  we 
could  live  in  a safe,  well-educated  and  respected  commu- 
nity where  our  values  of  concern  for  one  another,  respect 
and  proper  care  for  our  seniors  would  be  a priority  and 


Developing  a true  communal  spirit 


Shortly,  we  will  see  the  construction  of  our  new  cam- 
pus, with  its  flagship  the  Jewish  Community  Centre. 
As  physical  structures  become  a reality,  other  struc- 
tures need  to  be  reaffirmed. 

In  the  upper-west  side  of  New  York  City  there  exists 
a JCC  with  a very  interesting  mandate.  It  was  built  by 
a consortium  of  local  congregations,  not  as  a new  orga- 
nization with  its  own  agenda  and  turf,  but  committed 
to  support  the  activities  of  the  existing  congregations 
and  coordinate  and  develop  additional  communal  pro- 
gramming. Can  you  imagine  how  great  it  would  be  if 
the  resources  of  the  JCC  could  be  used  to  improve  the 
lives  of  the  members  of  our  local  synagogues? 

For  example,  on  a recent  trip  to  Columbus  Ohio,  I 
met  with  the  director  of  the  Family  Jewish  Education 
(FJE)  Project  at  her  JCC  office.  Her  job  includes  pro- 
viding Congregational  Family  Jewish  Educators 
(CFJE)  with  program  support,  training  and  consulta- 
tion. She  coordinates  the  community  FJE  professional 
team,  serves  as  a resource  to  congregations  and  insti- 
tutions that  do  not  have  a CFJE  and  arranges  commu- 
nity-wide Family  Jewish  Education  events.  Although 
this  is  a unique  project  funded  by  special  private 
grants  and  from  funds  raised  through  the  Columbus 
Jewish  Federation  Annual  Campaign,  it  can  be  looked 
at  as  a successful  model.  In  most  cases,  each  congrega- 
tion designs  its  own  programs  to  fill  the  needs  of  its 
own  members.  From  their  experience  we  learn  that  dif- 
ferent segments  of  the  community  have  different  needs 
even  when  following  common  goals. 

There  are  components  that  are  relevant  to  Ottawa, 
such  as: 

- Placing  family  educators  within  individual  con- 
gregations. 

- Expanding  the  existing  community  (FJE)  commit- 
tee to  include  congregational  FJE  chairpeople. 

- Establishing  a community  team  of  family  Jewish 
educators. 

- Providing  ongoing  support  and  training  of  FJE. 

Our  JCC  professionals  have  been  working  hard  to 

provide  intergenerational  programming  in  our  commu- 
nity and  are  working  towards  emphasizing  the  “J”  in 
JCC  by  incorporating  Jewish  celebrations  into  the  lives 
of  our  community.  This  can  best  be  achieved  as  a coop- 
erative venture  with  our  congregations. 

Tb  put  meaning  into  the  buzz-word  “continuity”,  we 
must  in  a community-wide  effort,  help  families  feel 
more  of  a personal  commitment  to  Judaism  by  involv- 
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ing  parents  in  their  children’s  Jewish  education;  con- 
ducting programs  in  a comfortable  non-threatening 
atmosphere;  and  helping  agencies,  congregations  and 
other  institutions  enhance  the  quality  of  their  Jewish 
programming  which  strengthens  ties  between  families 
within  the  congregations,  and  fosters  the  adoption  of 
Jewish  learning  at  home. 

There  are  tremendous  possibilities  through  cooper- 
ative and  joint  programming  to  save  human  and  mate- 
rial resources  as  well  as  to  turn  the  tide  of  assimila- 
tion. For  example, the  use  of  community  professionals 
in  the  successful  JCC  Havdalah  program  at  the  Muse- 
um of  Science  and  Technology  and  Purim  on  Ice  where 
families  celebrate  Jewish  events  together.  The  ideas 
are  endless  - the  goal  of  involving  Jews  in  Jewish 
activities  remains  the  same. 

Robert  Ardrey,  in  his  classic  the  Territorial  Impera- 
tive, extrapolates  from  the  Animal  Kingdom  a thesis 
that  “territoriality”  is  a major  drive,  possibly  stronger 
than  that  for  food  or  sex.  As  members  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community,  we  need  to  be  more  committed  to 
the  goals  and  aims  of  our  tradition  and  our  relation- 
ship with  the  Almighty,  than  protecting  fiefdoms. 

I am  not  suggesting  that  we  dispense  with  all  orga- 
nizations and  form  a single  “pareve”  blend,  nor  am  I 
suggesting  that  we  dispense  with  our  individual  syna- 
gogue/temple identity  and  just  build  one  massive  Jew- 
ish cathedral.  I am  suggesting  that  as  resources 
become  more  scarce,  greater  cooperation  between  the 
segments  of  our  community  is  necessary. 

Our  community  must  be  an  interlocking  mosaic 
with  each  segment  maintaining  its  unique  and  special 
elements.  The  “melting  pot”  concept  of  the  US  has 
failed  and  is  not  in  line  with  Canadian  culture. 

Let’s  collectively  work  at  “putting  the  ‘J’  back  into 
the  JCC”  in  cooperation  with  the  other  communal 
organizations  and  along  with  a coordinating  planning 
board  resource  centre  and  community  calendar.  Just 
think  of  the  possibilities! 


where  our  children  could  grow  and  prosper  in  a Jewish 
environment. 

Our  needs  and  desires  are  great.  But  our  will  to  suc- 
ceed and  accomplish  is  even  greater.  We  had  a dream  to 
achieve  a quality  of  life  in  Ottawa  that  would  be  second 
to  none.  We  had  a dream  to  build  an  integrated  Jewish 
Campus  where  young  and  old  could  learn  and  play  and 
live  and  be  together.  We’re  on  the  way!  Renovations  are 
taking  place  at  the  school  for  readiness  in  September. 
The  ground-breaking  for  the  new  Jewish  Community 
Centre  will  take  place  on  September  7.  What  an  incredi- 
ble day  that  will  be! 

But  we  won’t  rest  until  approval  is  received  for  a new 
Hillel  Lodge  and  our  campus  is  complete.  Vision,  energy, 
passion,  dollars  and  a lot  of  hard  work  have  made  our 
dreams  come  true.  But  the  dream  doesn’t  end  with  bricks 
and  mortar.  Your  ongoing  involvement  will  determine  the 
success  of  our  dreams. 

In  the  meantime,  when  the  question  is  posed,  “How  are 
you  Jewish  community  of  Ottawa?”,  we  can  safely  say,  “We 
are  well!”  - how  well  will  be  determined  by  us  all.

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Marion  Mayman  represents  Jewish  community 
on  nationally  televised  weekend  religious  retreat

When  Marion  Mayman 
accepted  the  invitation  to 
represent  the  Jewish 
Community  at  a weekend 
retreat  she  wasn’t  aware 
that  she  would  be  appearing  on  national 
television.  But,  on  Tuesday,  September  2 
at  7:30  p.m.,  Mayman  will  debut  on  the 
nation-wide  airing  of  Vision  TV’s  pro- 
gram, The  Search  for  the  Sacred. 

“I  certainly  was  aware  that  we  were 
being  taped,”  Mayman  says.  “I  knew  the 
show  would  be  aired  locally  but  I had  no 
idea  that  it  would  be  broadcast  national- 
ly and  I never  dreamed  there  would  be  so 
much  footage  devoted  to  the  individual 
participants.” 

Mayman  was  asked  by  the  Vaad  Com- 
munity Relations  Committee  to  repre- 
sent the  Ottawa  Jewish  Community  at  a 
recent  inter-religious  dialogue  compris- 
ing representatives  from  nine  local  faith 


communities.  During  a three-day  country 
retreat,  under  the  ever-watchful  eye  of  a 
camera,  the  nine  shared  their  thoughts 
and  personal  feelings  on  the  role  of  reli- 
gion in  their  lives. 

The  Search  for  the  Sacred,  a three- 
part  series,  is  the  culmination  of  a project 
begun  by  Vision  TV  in  1993  in  conjunc- 
tion with  several  faith  communities  in 
Ottawa. 

“Forty  separate  faith  communities 
were  represented  at  the  initial  meeting,” 
says  Coordinating  Producer  Sister  Ann 
McLaughlin,  who  acted  as  facilitator  dur- 
ing the  taping  of  the  program. 

“Twenty-two  of  the  original  40  attend- 
ed a subsequent  meeting  held  at  the  invi- 
tation of  Vision  TV  to  formulate  a pro- 
gram. When  we  got  down  to  basics,  only 
nine  remained.” 

The  September  program  is  the  second 
of  three  segments  in  the  series  The 
Search  for  the  Sacred.  The  first,  aired 


earlier  this  year,  focused  on  houses  of 
worship. 

“In  the  first  segment  the  stories  of  the 
faith  communities  were  fairly  separate,” 
the  Grey  Nun  says.  “The  second  differs  in 
that  it  focuses  on  the  individual  faith 
journey. 

“Through  presenting  The  Search  for 
the  Sacred  we  hope  to  make  the  faith 
communities  more  real  to  each  other,” 
Sister  McLaughlin  says. 

The  nine  faith  communities  partici- 
pating in  the  September  program  are: 
Anglican,  Baha’i,  Christian  Science, 
Hindu,  Jewish,  Latter  Day  Saints,  Mus- 
lim, Roman  Catholic,  and  Society  of 
Friends  (Quaker).

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Heroines  of  the  Aliyah  at  the  Snowbirds  function 


For  the  past  three  years,  an  ever-growing  group  of 
Ottawa  women  has  met  for  lunch  in  early  September  to 
reaffirm  its  commitment  to  the  community  through  the 
UJA.  The  members  are  called  “snowbirds”  to  signify  their 
departure  from  the  city  for  warmer  climates  during  the 
winter  months. 

Dorothy  Nadolny  and  Ethel  Taylor  have  organized  the 
“Snowbird”  event  for  the  past  three  years.  Prior  to  this, 
both  used  to  travel  to  Florida  laden  with  the  pledge  cards 
of  their  friends  who  had  not  been  contacted  by  the  UJA 
campaigners  before  their  departure  from  the  city.  And  this 
is  how  the  idea  for  the  “Snowbird”  function  originated. 

This  year’s  program,  entitled  “Heroines  of  Aliyah”, 
promises  to  be  both  fascinating  and  inspiring.  Three 
women  from  Israel,  who  will  be  on  a North  American  tour 
of  Jewish  communities,  will  attend  the  “Snowbird”  func- 
tion and  a UJA  leadership  meeting. 

One  of  the  participants  is  Shira  Ozery,  who  made 
Aliyah  from  the  US  by  herself  in  1973  at  the  age  of  21.  She 
is  a graduate  of  the  Hebrew  University  School  of  Social 
Work  and  has  worked  with  countless  olim.  She  was  a 
director  of  the  largest  olim  absorption  centre  in 


Mevasseret  Zion  where  over  1,000  immigrants  from  22  dif- 
ferent countries  are  housed  at  any  given  time. 

Accompanying  Shira  is  Sarah  Pachanec,  age  40.  Sarah 
is  from  Sarajevo,  and  her  story  begins  17  years  before  she 
was  born.  Her  mother,  Zaynaba,  saved  Jewish  lives  50 
years  ago  during  the  Second  World  War.  Her  deeds  were 
not  forgotten  and  those  whom  she  saved  emplored  the 
Jewish  Agency  to  rescue  her  and  her  family  in  1994  from 
the  rubble  of  Sarajevo.  A long-term  debt  was  repaid  and 
Sarah  tells  her  passionate  story  of  coming  to  Israel. 
Sarah’s  life  took  an  additional  twist  when  she,  her  hus- 
band and  her  daughter  all  converted  to  Judaism. 

The  third  participant  of  the  “Heroines”  program  is 
Yardena  Fanta,  who  was  born  in  Ethiopia  in  1972.  When 
she  was  12  years  old,  her  parents  and  11  brothers  and  sis- 
ters made  Aliyah  during  Operation  Moses.  They  walked 
for  30  days  from  their  home  village  in  Ethiopia  to  Sudan, 
where  they  remained  in  a tent  camp  for  11  months  before 
boarding  the  plane  that  brought  them  to  Israel. 

Yardena  finished  high  school  in  Israel  and  then  attend- 
ed the  Bar  Dan  University  where  she  majored  in  criminol- 
ogy and  sociology.  She  is  currently  acquiring  her  master’s

degree  in  educational  counselling  at  Tbl  Aviv  University.

Dr.  Isaac  Vogelfanger  to  discuss 
seven  years  of  life  in  the  Gulag 


Dr.  Isaac  Vogelfanger, 
professor  emeritus  of 

Surgery,  University  of 
Ottawa,  will  be  lecturing  at 
Agudath  Israel  Synagogue 
on  his  autobiographical 
book,  Red  Tempest,  The  Life 
of  a Surgeon  in  the  Gulag. 
The  program  will  take 
place  on  Sunday,  Septem- 
ber 7 at  7:30  pm. 

Vogelfanger’s  book  tells 
an  absorbing  and  moving 
story  of  seven  years  of  his 
life  beginning  with  the  par- 
tition of  Poland  between 
Germany  and  the  USSR  in 
1941.  In  that  year,  he  joined 
the  Red  Army  and  was 
arrested.  His  ordeal  in  the 
Gulag  lasted  until  1948. 

Vogelfanger’s  dramatic 
story  starts  in  Lvov  in 
what  was  then  Poland.  He 
lost  32  members  of  his  fam- 
ily to  the  Nazis  during  the 
war  and  most  likely,  being 
a prisoner  in.  the  Gulag 
saved  his  life.  However,  the 
book  does  not  just  record 
monstrous  cruelty,  but 
recounts  how  Vogelfanger’s 
belief  in  God,  his  resource- 


fulness and  superior  med- 
ical training  allowed  him 
to  survive. 

Very  shortly  after  his 
incarceration,  Vogelfanger’s 
surgical  skills  saved  the  life 
of  the  wife  of  the  highest 
official  of  the  Soviet  Secret 
Police,  the  NKVD.  This  one 
incident  allowed  him  to 
have  tremendous  influence 
for  the  rest  of  his  imprison- 
ment and  his  friendship 
with  this  NKVD  officer 
saved  his  life  on  more  than 
one  occasion.  In  addition, 
his  knowledge  of  drugs 
enabled  him  to  survive  sev- 
eral bouts  of  dysentery  by 
convincing  prison  doctors 
and  nurses  to  supply  him 
with  the  medication  neces- 
sary for  his  survival. 

One  incident  illustrates 
one  of  many  miraculous 
occurrences.  While  in  a 
small  cell  with  over  100 
inmates,  he  is  ordered  out 
by  the  guard.  However,  this 
time  he  was  not  taken  to  an 
interrogation,  but  to  a room 
with  a table  covered  in  a

white  cloth.  On  the  table 
were  candles,  matzah,  bit- 
ter herbs,  charoset  and 
Hagadot.  The  Jewish,  Russ- 
ian transit  camp  barber 
had  used  his  influence  to 
have  Vogelfanger  removed 
from  his  cell.  It  was  the 
first  night  of  Pesach  and 
Vogelfanger  was  released 
for  several  hours  to  observe 
the  Seder. 

On  Vogelfanger’s  re- 
lease from  the  Gulag,  he 
obtained  ship’s  passage  to 
the  recently  declared  State 
of  Israel.  Subsequently,  he 
joined  his  sole  surviving 
sister  in  Canada. 

Here,  in  Ottawa,  Isaac 
Vogelfanger  went  on  to  a

Beth  Shalom  West  is  launching  an  innovative  out- 
reach program  geared  to  attracting  Jewish  young  people 
in  Ottawa,  whether  they  are  affiliated  with  a synagogue 
or  not.  The  program  is  called  “Shemesh"  which  means 
sun  in  Hebrew  and  is  also  an  acronym  of  the  three  com- 
ponent programs.

The  Jewish  National  Fund  consistently  develops  new 
projects  that  are  critical  to  the  development  of  the  State  of 
Israel. 

This  year,  JNF  increased  its  scope  of  activity  with 
Action  Plan:  Negev,  a program  that  is  designed  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  the  21st  century  in  developing  the  Negev  to 
unprecedented  potential.

Fish  ponds  and  extensive  fish  farming  will  be  devel- 
oped to  meet  rising  demands.  New  olive  plantations  will 
keep  pace  with  consumption  of  this  important  product  while 
changing  the  character  of  the  region.  And  land  reclamation 
will  continue,  making  it  possible  to  absorb  more  residents  in 
the  area. 

Over  the  next  three  years,  more  than  one  billion  shekels 
(some  $400  million  CDN)  is  programmed  for  Action  Plan: 
Negev.  In  cooperation  with  the  Jewish  Agency  for  Israel  and 
the  Israel  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  the  Jewish  National  Fund 
will  apply  its  skills,  technology  and  people  to  reach  the  pro- 
gram objective  and  to  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
region.  This  work  will  come  to  fruition  in  a year  that  marks 
the  100th  anniversary  of  the  concept  of  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  and  the  far-sighted  vision  of  Theodor  Herzl  who  said. 
“If  you  will  it,  it  is  no  dream.”  Today  the  dream  has 
become  reality  and  the  reality  is  even  larger  than  the  dream. 

All  of  this  reality  stemmed  from  the  simple  dreams  and 
ideals  of  people  like  Zvi  Herman  Schapera  and  Yona 
Kremenezky.

Nazi  gold,  Swiss

In  recent  weeks,  stories  have  appeared  in  the  media 
relating  to  looted  Nazi  gold,  which  our  own  Bank  of 
Canada  may  have  laundered  for  “clean  gold",  and  the 
publication  of  a list  of  “dormant  Swiss  bank  accounts” 
which  may  contain  the  names  of  former  Nazis  as  well 
as  victims  of  the  Holocaust.  What  is  all  this  about? 

The  common  denominator  in  these  developments  is 
the  slow  lifting  of  the  veil  of  secrecy  over  Swiss  finan- 
cial dealings  in  the  Second  World  War  period  and  after 
and  the  stirrings  of  moral  awakening  by  the  Swiss 
Bankers  Association  (SBA)  about  the  complicity  of  its 
financial  partners  as  “Hitler’s  banker".  Amidst  damn- 
ing reports  that  Swiss  banks  may  have  prolonged  the 
war  by  dealing  favorably  with  Nazi  Germany,  and 
under  the  intense  and  tenacious  scrutiny  of  the  World 
Jewish  Congress  (WJC),  led  by  Edgar  Bronfman,  the 
SBA  began  to  search  its  records  for  “dormant” 
accounts,  that  is,  those  of  Second  World  War-era 
patrons  which  had  been  inactive  for  the  last  50  or  so 
years. 

The  SBA  first  set  up  an  ombudsman  to  handle 
claims  from  individuals  who  believed  that  the  estate  of 
a relative  may  have  included  a Swiss  bank  account. 
The  experience  of  many  claimants  going  through  this 
process  was  unpleasant  at  best,  macabre  at  worst. 
Many  were  told  that  the  accounts  did  not  exist,  while 
others  were  required  to  produce  a death  certificate  to 
prove  authenticity.  Fortunately,  the  Swiss  eliminated 
the  latter  practice  when  it  was  made  clear  that  people 
shot  in  mass  graves  or  sent  to  death  camps  did  not 
leave  behind  a nice,  neat  paper  trail. 


In  any  event,  to  facilitate  the  claims  process,  the 
SBA  recently  published  a list  of  some  1,800  accounts  it 
has  unearthed  and  set  up  an  800  number  and  a hand- 
ful of  offices  worldwide  to  process  the  new  claims. 
Future  lists  later  this  fall  are  expected  to  contain  thou- 
sands more  names.  The  list  contains  the  names  of  sev- 
eral individuals  who  may  have  had  Nazi  party  connec-

tions,  including  the  likes  of  Hitler’s  photographer  and 
aide  to  Adolph  Eichmann. 

In  the  meantime,  the  WJC  released  a declassified 
document  which  suggested  that  looted  Nazi  gold  from 
a bank  in  Portugal  may  have  been  swapped  for  “clean” 
gold  held  in  Canada  for  safekeeping.  To  his  credit,

Every  now  and  again  rabbis  and  scholars  ponder  the 
question  of  Jewish  survival.  Why  did  so  many  other, 
more  powerful  peoples  and  nations  disappear  while 
Jews  and  Judaism  survived?

What  Zeesie  Saw  On  Delancey  Street

What  Zeesie  Saw  On  Delancey  Street  is  a wonderful 
story  about  a young  girl  learning  to  understand  the 
meaning  of  charity.  It’s  also  a book  whose  words  and 
pictures  evoke  the  feelings,  flavors,  tastes,  fun  and 


responsibilities  of  Jewish  communal  life  on  New  York’s 
Lower  East  Side  in  the  early  1900s. 

What  makes  this  book  so  superb?  First,  it  captures 
the  excitement  of  Zeesie,  a seven  year  old  girl,  finally 
old  enough  to  accompany  her  parents  to  her  first  adult 
party,  a “package  party”  to  raise  funds  to  help  Jews  emi- 
grate from  Europe. 

Second,  it  captures  the  warmth  of  extended  family 
life,  Jewish  food,  Yiddish  expressions  and  songs,  and 
communal  practical  jokes.  Third,  it  shows  the  sensitiv- 
ity that  is  such  a vital  part  of  Jewish  charity  at  its  best. 

Fourth,  Zeesie’s  personal  growth  is  the  result  of  her 
own  curiosity,  a curiosity  that  might  have  gotten  her 
into  big  trouble  but  instead  teaches  her  lessons  in  love 
and  generosity  that  she  will  never  forget. 

These  marvellous  story  elements  are  enhanced  by 
full  color  pictures  that  sizzle  with  energy,  joy,  love  and 
understanding.  Added  bonuses  include  recipes  for 
tsimmes  and  leykach,  an  author’s  note  about  growing 
up  on  the  Lower  East  Side  during  the  1930s,  and  a glos- 
sary ofYiddish  terms. 

I fully  expect  What  Zeesie  Saw  On  Delaney  Street  to 
become  one  of  the  modem  classics  of  Jewish  Kid  Lit.

FROM  SOUP  TO  NUTS 
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Delicious,  nutritious:  “it’s  the  berries 


DONNA  KARLIN 

The  fresh  blueberry  season  is  here.  I love  to  buy  a large 
basket  of  blueberries,  make  some  tea  breads  and  pies  and 
freeze  them  to  have  for  the  later  months.  I also  place  the 
berries  on  a waxed-paper-lined  cookie  sheet  and  freeze, 
then  place  in  zip  lock  bags  for  use  during  the  winter.  Just 
measure  and  use  in  your  recipe  without  defrosting.  There 
are  so  many  ways  of  using  these  sweet  berries.  Here  are  a 
few  more  recipes  to  add  to  your  collection. 

Baked  Blueberry  French  Bread 
16  ounces  French  bread 
4 whole  eggs 
1/2  cup  2%  milk 
1/4  tsp.  baking  powder 

1 tsp.  vanilla 

2 1/2  cups  blueberries;  frozen  or  fresh 
1/2  cup  sugar 
1 tsp  cinnamon 

1 tsp  cornstarch 

2 tbsp  butter,  melted 
1/4  cup  icing  sugar 

Slice  the  bread  diagonally  to  create  eight  3/4”  thick 
slices;  bottom  crusts  removed.  Arrange  the  bread  slices  in  a 
10  x 15”  baking  dish.  In  a medium  bowl,  whisk  together  the 
eggs,  milk,  baking  powder  and  vanilla.  Slowly  pour  the  mix- 
ture over  the  bread,  turning  each  slice  to  coat  completely. 
Cover  the  dish  with  plastic  wrap  and  refrigerate  for  at  least 
1 hour,  but  preferably  overnight.  Preheat  the  oven  to  425°. 


Coat  another  10  x 15”  baking  dish  with  nonstick  cooking 
spray.  Sprinkle  the  blueberries  over  the  bottom  of  the  pan. 
Mix  together  the  sugar,  cinnamon  and  cornstarch  and  pour 
evenly  over  top  of  the  berries.  Tightly  wedge  the  bread 
slices  over  the  blueberries,  wettest  side  up.  Brush  the  bread 
with  melted  butter.  Bake  the  French  toast  in  the  centre  of 
the  oven  for  20  to  25  minutes,  or  until  golden  brown.  Tb 
serve:  Place  the  toast,  berry-side  down,  on  warmed  plates. 
Stir  the  remaining  berry  mixture  in  the  baking  dish,  then 
scoop  over  the  toast.  Sprinkle  with  powdered  sugar. 

Blueberry  Maple  Crisp 
4 cups  fresh  blueberries 
1/2  cup  maple  syrup 
1 tsp  cinnamon 
1/4  cup  cornstarch 
1 1/4  cups  flour 
3/4  cup  brown  sugar 
1/2  cup  butter,  softened 

1 tsp  afmond  extract 

Preheat  oven  to  375°.  Combine  blueberries,  maple 
syrup,  cinnamon  and  cornstarch  and  put  in  a lightly 
greased  9”  square  baking  dish.  In  a bowl,  blend  flour 
and  sugar  and  cut  in  butter  and  almond  extract  to 
form  a crumbly  mixture.  Sprinkle  flour  mixture  over 
berries  and  bake  for  30  minutes  until  lightly  browned 
and  bubbly  around  the  edges. 

Bright  Blue  Blueberry  Cake 
1/2  cup  sugar 

2 1/2  tsp  baking  powder 
2 cups  flour 
1/2  tsp  salt 
1 egg 

1/2  cup  milk 
1/4  cup  shortening 


2 1/2  cups  blueberries 
1/4  cup  butter 
1/3  cup  flour 
1/2  cup  sugar 
3/4  tsp  cinnamon 

Siff  together  1/2  cup  sugar,  2 cups  flour,  baking  powder 
and  salt.  Make  hollow  and  add  egg,  milk  and  melted  short- 
ening. Stir  gently  to  mix  flour.  Pour  into  13x9”  baking  pan. 
Cover  with  blueberries.  Make  crumb  mixture  with  1/2  cup 
sugar,  1/3  cup  flour,  butter  and  cinnamon.  Cover  berries. 
Bake  at  350°  for  45  minutes.  Makes  12  squares. 

Blueberry  Lemon  Tea  Bread 
1/2  cup  margarine  or  butter,  softened 

1 cup  sugar 

2 cups  flour 
2 large  eggs 
1/2  cup  milk 

1 1/2  cups  blueberries 

2 tsp  baking  powder 
1/2  tsp  salt 

1/4  cup  fresh  lemon  juice 
1/3  cup  sugar 

Preheat  oven  to  350°.  Grease  and  flour  9x5"  loaf  pan. 
Combine  flour,  baking  powder  and  salt.  Set  aside.  In  large 
bowl,  with  mixer  at  low  speed,  beat  margarine  or  butter  and 
1 cup  sugar  just  until  blended.  Increase  speed  to  medium. 
Beat  until  light  and  fluffy,  about  5 minutes.  Reduce  speed  to 
low;  add  eggs,  one  at  a time,  beating  after  each  addition. 
Alternately  add  flour  mixture  and  milk,  mixing  just  until 
blended.  Gently  stir  in  blueberries.  Spoon  batter  into  loaf 
pan.  Bake  loaf  1 hour  and  5 minutes  or  until  toothpick  insert- 
ed in  centre  comes  out  clean.  Cool  loaf  in  pan  on  wire  rack  10 
minutes;  remove  from  pan.

Street  life  as  an 
extension  of  the  home 


As  a child  I lived  with  my  parents  and  a younger  brother  in  a 
four-storey  apartment  building  on  a quiet  residential  street.  We 
had  a kitchen,  dining  room,  my  parents’  bedroom,  made  private 
by  thick  velvet  portieres  that  hung  over  the  opening,  and 
"Ruthie’s  room".  In  my  bedroom  was  a bed,  a small  dresser  and 
a large  toy  box.  Off  my  parents’  bedroom  was  a fire-escape 
which  we  got  to  by  climbing  out  the  window.  I used  to  play  there 
with  my  friend  Mollie  whose  family  lived  next  door  and  shared 
the  fire-escape. 

The  building  had  four  apartments  on  each  floor.  The  tenants 
were  all  good,  hard-working  people.  No  one  was  rich  but  no  one 
was  desperately  poor  either.  The  rent  for  our  four  rooms  was  $40 
a month. 

Our  Jewish  janitor  lived  with  his  wife  and  son  on  the  first 
floor.  The  wife  kept  the  apartment  building  clean.  In  my  mind’s 
eye  I still  see  her  on  her  knees,  with  a pail  of  water,  a rag  and  a 
large  brush  washing  the  steps  and  hallways  of  each  floor.  We 
spoke  to  her  with  the  same  respect  we  spoke  to  any  other  tenant. 

The  street  was  an  extension  of  the  apartment.  In  the  summer 
months  the  women  gathered  in  front  of  the  building  to  sit  on 
camp  chairs  exchanging  local  gossip,  I suppose.  1 walked  back 
and  forth  on  the  block  with  my  best  girlfriend,  probably  dis- 
cussing boys. 

We  had  no  refrigerator;  there  was  an  icebox  in  a comer  of  the 
small  kitchen  and  the  iceman  would  walk  up  the  steps  to  deliver 
a block  of  ice  which  he  put  in  a pan  under  the  icebox.  I remem- 
ber my  father  emptying  the  pan  every  night  when  it  filled  up  with 
water  from  the  melting  ice.  During  the  winter  months,  we  had  a 
box  outside  the  kitchen  window  where  food  that  had  to  be  kept 
cold  was  stored. 

About  twice  a week  the  fruit  and  vegetable  man  would  stop 
his  horse  and  wagon  in  front  of  the  building  and  call  out  his 
wares.  The  only  one  I remember  vividly  was  watermelon.  I have 
a good  reason  for  that.  His  words  sounded  like  “awley-vawly"  to 
my  little  brother  and  for  the  rest  of  our  lives  we  both  called 
watermelon  by  that  silly  name. 

A short  Italian  man  wheeling  a pushcart  came  by  every  sum- 
mer evening,  and  we  children  would  crowd  around  him  to  buy 
ices.  From  a large  block  of  ice  he  shaved  enough  to  fill  a paper 
cup.  He  would  then  flavor  it  with  whatever  colorful  syrup  we 
chose  from  his  assortment.  Our  parents  paid  two  cents  for  this 
delicious  treat.  How  much  would  this  cost  today? 

Then  there  was  the  "1  cash  clothes”  peddler  who  walked  from 
street  to  street  with  a pack  upon  his  back.  He  bought  and  sold 
used  clothing.  He  was  called,  albeit  politely,  the  junk  man  and  he 
came  around  about  once  a week. 

In  the  same  milieu  was  the  insurance  man.  One  day  each 
week  he  came  to  our  door  to  collect  10  cents  from  my  mother 
who  was  saving  money  for  me.  When  I turned  21,  my  birthday 
present  was  $100.  This  was  quite  a munificent  sum  in  those  days. 
Imagine  saving  10  cents  a week  until  there  was  $100!  Today  I 
pay  that  amount  for  one  pair  of  shoes. 

A street  musician  stopped  in  front  of  our  house  every  week- 
end to  play  his  accordion.  Attached  to  one  wrist  was  a rope  and 
the  other  end  was  around  the  neck  of  a small  black  monkey.  The 
animal's  paw  held  a cup-shaped  hat.  At  the  end  of  the  musical 
performance  the  monkey  walked  to  the  spectators  and  held  out 
the  cup  for  the  penny  or  two  that  was  invariably  tossed  in. 

The  major  entertainment  came  at  the  end  of  the  summer.  On 
Labour  Day,  our  street  would  be  closed  to  traffic  at  each  end.  The 
neighbors  decorated  the  street  with  gayly  colored  banners.  The 
tenants  provided  some  goodies  to  eat  and  the  adults  and  children 
would  dance  in  the  roadway  which  we  called  the  gutter. 

1 remember  with  affection  the  sense  of  security  and  cama- 
raderie our  street  provided.  It  was  a safe  extension  of  our  homes 
and  daily  lives. 


Non-invasive  method  for  diagnosing  cancer 


developed  at  the  Weizmann  Institute 


A non-invasive  method  for  distin- 
guishing between  different  types  of 
tumors,  such  as  malignant  and 
benign,  has  been  developed  by  Prof 
Hadassa  Degani  of  the  Weizmann 
Institute  of  Science.  The  approach 
may  also  help  establish  the  prognosis 
of  cancer  and  monitor  the  effective- 
ness of  therapy. 

In  a study  reported  in  the  July 
issue  of  Nature  Medicine,  Degani  and 
colleagues  showed  how  the  method 
can  be  successfully  employed  to  diag- 
nose tumors  of  the  breast. 

The  method  consists  of  injecting  a 
contrast-enhancing  dye-like  material 
into  the  patient’s  bloodstream  and 
using  magnetic  resonance  imaging 
(MRI)  to  monitor  the  way  in  which 
this  material  is  taken  up  and  cleared 
out  by  the  tumor  tissue.  Because  the 
uptake  and  clearance  differ  for  malig- 


nant and  benign  tumors,  such  moni- 
toring makes  it  possible  to  make  a 
diagnosis. 

“Our  approach  has  the  potential  to 
reduce  the  number  of  biopsies  per- 
formed to  diagnose  tumors,”  says 
Degani.  “Most  breast  tumors  detected 
by  mammography  are  revealed  to  be 
benign  on  biopsy,  so  that  a noninva- 
sive  method  like  MRI  could  help 
reduce  the  rate  of  unnecessary  proce- 
dures. 

“We  have  demonstrated  that  our 
approach  works,  but  it  now  needs  to  be 
tested  and  evaluated  in  a large-scale 
trial  before  it  can  be  widely  applied  in 
clinical  practice,”  Degani  says. 

Degani’s  new  method  of  contrast- 
enhanced  MRI  could  also  give  a can- 
cer prognosis  because  it  provides 
information  about  the  tidy  blood  ves- 
sels that  feed  the  tumor.  These  ves- 


sels enable  the  cancer  to  grow  and 
spread,  and  their  density  and  ability 
to  deliver  materials  to  the  tumor  may 
make  it  possible  to  determine  the 
tumor’s  potential  aggressiveness. 

Monitoring  the  blood  vessels  and 
the  spaces  between  cellk  may  also 
help  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of 
therapy:  a reduction  in  the  density  of 
the  vessels  and  an  increase  in  the 
intercellular  spaces  may  suggest  that 
the  therapy  is  being  successful. 

In  addition,  if  the  cost  of  MRI  con- 
tinues to  decline,  in  the  future  the 
new  approach  may  be  considered  for 
mass  screening  as  well. 

Degani’s  team  was  made  up  of  her 
doctoral  students  at  the  Weizmann 
Institute  as  well  as  radiologists  from 
the  Hebrew  University-Hadassah 
Medical  Center  in  Jerusalem  and  the 
Kaplan  Hospital  in  Rehovot. 


Nazi  gold,  Swiss  accounts  and  the 
Bank  of  Canada:  What’s  it  all  about?

Bank  of  Canada  Governor  Gordon  Thiessen  responded 
to  a CJC  request  for  an  immediate  investigation  and 
at  the  end  of  August  the  Bank  published  an  interim 
report  of  its  findings.  The  record  shows  that  transac- 
tions definitely  took  place  involving  several  tonnes  of 
British  gold  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Canada  for  safe- 
keeping with  banks  in- Switzerland,  Portugal  and  Swe- 
den, the  so-called  “neutral  countries”. 

The  Bank  has  engaged  the  services  of  Carleton  Uni- 
versity Professor  Duncan  MacDowall  who,  with  a 
team  of  assistants,  will  follow  the  trail  of  the  gold  - on 
paper,  at  least,  since  none  of  it  apparently  actually  left 
Canada.  The  Department  of  Finance  was  also  involved 
in  these  war-time  transactions  and  Finance  Minister 
Paul  Martin,  to  his  credit  as  well,  has  indicated  that 
his  officials  will  cooperate  fully  in  the  ongoing  investi- 
gation. 

Throughout  the  saga  of  the  Swiss  accounts  and  the 
Bank  of  Canada  allegations,  Canadian  Jewish  Con- 
gress, in  part  as  the  Canadian  arm  of  the  WJC,  has 
been  active  on  several  fronts.  CJC  President  Goldie 
Hershon  has  twice  met  with  Swiss  Ambassador  Daniel 
Dayer  to  press  for  transparency  and  openness  from 
the  Swiss  authorities.  CJC  has  been  assisting  poten- 
tial claimants  and  will  continue  to  do  so  as  the  story
